Permit to Move House Is 
Granted by City Council 


With Councilman George Batch- 
elder acting as mayor in the ab- 
sence of Mayor O. C. Yenne, the 
City Council convened Tuesday 
evening for a short business ses- 
sion. 


Following the recommendation 
of H. I. Dygert, city building in- 
spector, permission was granted to 
Raymond and Schafer, realtors, to 
move a four-room house to a site 
on the west side of Madison Street, 
south of Solano Avenue. The build- 
ing is to be moved from Second 
and Gilman Streets, Berkeley. 

Property owners adjacent to the 
new location of the house have ex- 
pressed their aproval of the action, 
the council was informed.

of conditions on Portland Avenue 
in the district where recent heavy 
rains caused the storm sewer to 
overflow into the basements and 
garages of residents. This resulted 
in a number of complaints to the 
council at its meeting last week.

Frank Hays, seconded by Council- 
man B. W. Mowday, the contract 
of the Electrical Products Com- 
pany to provide insurance and up- 
keep on the city’s neon signs on 
San Pablo Avenue, was rejected. 

Hays pointed out that he had in- 
vestigated and found out that the 
insurance now carried by the city 
would cover the signs. Therefore, 
he said, the $4.10 per month fee 
asked by the company was out of 
the question. 

Councilman Batchelder offered a 
recommendation that the Ace Am> 
bulance Company be allowed $2.50 
for each person transported from 
Humboldt Hospital to the Alame- 
da County Hospital. This ar- 
rangement is to be temporary, he 
stated, until the possibility of the 
county paying this charge can be 
investigated. 

In the other, cities of Alameda 
County this service is provided by 
the county without cost to the 
municipalities. Mayor Yenne, 
Councilman Mowday and Council- 
man Batchelder will investigate the 
matter.

Following his plea of not guilty 
on a charge of negligent homicide 
before Judge Oliver Youngs in po- 
lice court Wednesday night, Jo- 
seph Lund of 1335 Gilman Street, 
Berkeley, was today being held in 
the county jail in lieu of $3,000 bail. 

The complaint, signed by Officer

torney, followed the death of Julius 
Haupt of Berkeley in an accident 
here on January 4. Lund, the 
driver of the car in which Haupt 
was riding, crashed into the rear 
of a Southern Pacifi¢ Company 
maintenance truck at Solano and 
Masonic Avenues early that morn- 
ing. 

Also injured in the accident were 
J. Murphy of Berkeley, Mr. and 
Mrs. Clarence Daugherty of 932 
Jackson Street and Mrs. Jean 
Walke of 936 Adams Street. All 
were passengers in Lund’s car. The 
driver suffered a cut leg and a 
fractured right arm.
